That a central war SERE to sit in 
France, hub of the Allied war zone, 
will spring from the conference is 
confidently believed. 

Besides future war moves on the 
western front the conference will al- 
so consider the situation in Italy, Rus 
sia and Greece and will receive from 
the American delegates full infroma- 
tion of this country’s resources.
